Dr. Takata says that many of the Jap- 
anese students who have: been pursuing 
graduate and post-graduate ‘courses in 
German universities -will’ finish their 
studies in the United States, not’ only 
because it is impractical for them to: go 
back to a country where so many of 
them have been imprisoned, but because 
their. admiration for German culture lias 
been overcome by recent events. . 
Waseda is the biggest private institu- 
tion of. learning in Japan, and was 
founded thirty-two.years ago by Count 
Okuma, the present Premier .of the 
country, ‘who is now its honorary Pres- 
ident. There are about 6,000 students in. 
the .university proper, with between 
3,000 and 4,000 in the affiliated schools. 
“IT left home on’ April 12 to make a 
leisurely trip around the world,’’. said 
Dr. Takata yesterday. ‘‘I came by way 
of the Trans-Siberian, and made stops 
in Moscow and 8t. Petersburg, visiting 
the universities there, and then taking 
in some of the universities of Germany. 
I .was' in Geneva ‘when the war broke 
out, and the mobilization delayed my 
par ‘about ten days. ;

rible blow’ to civilization. ;I have known 
the deep culture of Germany, and have 
been impressed. with it. t a terri- 
ble thing. it is to tin ind that, after all, 
German culture is inferior to German:

Under ordinary 
conditions it might be anticipated rea- 
sonably that the deficiency would be 
made up in the remaining five months 
of the fiscal year.

For the: first:time in a great many 
years the Corps of Cadets at the United 
States Military Academy at West Point 
approaches: its maximum authorized 
strength. There are now 661 cadets. in 
the corps; with every. prospect that next 
year the’ number will’ pass the seven- 
hitndred mark. If Congress passes the 
necessary law-there is no reason why 
this: maximum ‘strength may not be 
maintained for years to come. This is 
one of, the many -interesting. statements 
included in the annual report: of Col...C, 
.P. Townsley, “Superintendent of the 
academy... -,-. 

“In the interests of the country, the 
army, and ‘economy to the Govern- 
ment,” ‘says Col. Townsley, ‘the maxi- 
mum number of cadets that can be ac- 
commodated at the academy should be 
kept under’ instruction. This is the 
first, time in many, years that the Corps 
of Cadets “at the academy has -closely 
approached the capacity of its butid- 
ings. Only 44 per cent. of the active of- 
ficers ‘of the. army: are graduates of 
West Point, and this can be doubled id 
time if nae academy is kept up to its 
capacity of 700. cadets 

In March and May of this year 766 
boys b hh eligible. for the examination 
for jon and only soe lified. 
Sixty-five cadets; Faget mentally but 
were rejected peyaioat examina- 
tion, while 184 qualified on the. physical 
but were rejected on the mental exami- 
nation. Seventy-one . were. disqualified 
on both physros and mental tests. 

“The. physical: requirements,"’ 

Col. Townsley, “are none too rigid for 
those who are to lead a somewhat 
strenuous life and. be able to meet the 
requirements of field and. war service 
when call upon to do so. With. the 
law shad tg in. force, and the: pres- 
ent stand for entrance maintained, 
I believe that the Academy can secure 
eno ce cadets to keep up to its capacity 
of 7 Se fala te The desire of the 
Academy ng, to secure the best and 
most promising material for officers in 
the regular army, there should be no 
coweere of its standards for entrance 
or of its requirements as to discipline 
or academic ighikes 
. “ With the lar army limited in 
number as it now is and the Corps of 
Cadets up to.the ca ig gee of the Acad- 
emy more than all the vacancies for of- 
ficers can be supplied from graduates of 
West: Point. If there are.700 cadets in 
the corps there should be an average 
graduation of about 130 per year, and 
the present prospect for vacancies in the 
army for some years to come is below 
that number.”’
